From October 1 until Decem­ 
ber 3 1 , old licenses numbered from 
1 to 4 5 0 ,0 0 0 will be renew'ed. 
From Ja n ua ry 1, 1 9 4 2 , until Mar. 
3 1, those numbered 
from 
45 0 ,0 0 1 
to 9 0 0 ,0 0 0 will be renewed. 
Those numbered from 9 0 0 ,0 0 1 
to 
1 .3 5 0 .0 0 0 will be renewed between 
April 1 and Ju n e 30. 


Any license numbered from 
1,- 
3 5 0 .0 0 0 upward will be renewed be­ 
tween Ju ly 1 and November 1. 


H ere’s the procedure for getting 
your new license: 


'Obtain an application form from 
any Highway Patrolman or Drivers 
License Exam iner, or by writing di* 
rectly to the Department of Public 
| Sa fety in Austin. The form also will 
' be available from police and sheriff 
departments, banks, and other pub­ 
lic places. 


* E ith er print in ink or use a type­ 
w riter to fill out the application, en­ 
close a 5 0 -cent money order 
or 
ca shier’s check with it, and mail it 
directly to the Depa rtm ent of Pub­ 
lic (Safety, Austin. The new license, 
good for two years, will be mailed 
to you from Austin. 


Persons renewing licenses will not 
have to take an examination unless 
they have a bad record o f traffic vio­ 
lations or collisions. 


But if you fail to renew' your li­ 
cense in the stipulated time, 
you 
will be liable both to 
a rrest 
for 
driving without a license and

examination.
